In recent months the need. for 
some degree of mining regulation 
within the Edmonton planning dis- 
trict has been exposed by the move 
of a local coal company to begin 
mining in the Whitemud Creek 
area just beyond city limits—an 
area designated us a protective 
green belt on the commission's 
Broad Land Use Plan. The dis- 
economy of uncontrolled mining in 
the metropolitan area has been 
demonstrated within the city, in 
the Town of Beverly and in the 
close-in areas of the Municipal 
District of Strathcona, where un- 
dermining obstructs, or makes 
eostly and hazardous, desirable 
residential and industrial develop- 
ment 

Specifically, the report recom- 
mends the establishment of a 
“mining board" composed of tech- 
nically competent members, which 
would operate in much the same 
way as the board of public utility 
commissioners, It} would have 
power (1) to prevent, with com- 
pensation, the proposed mining or 
quarrying development; (2) to al- 
low the development subject to re- 
striction as to (a) method of 
working (b) rehabilitation of sur- 
face, (c) protection against sub- 
sidence (d) precautions against 
floodings, odors and other public 
nuisances (e) access of heavy ve- 
hicles to the workings (f) etxent 
and height of permissible stock- 
piling (g) areas which must not 
be mined, undermined or worked, 
and (3) to allow the development 
without restrictions or conditions. 
It is proposed that the “board as- 
sess each application on its own 
merits and decide on the applica- 
tion in the light of public interest, 
having due regard to the evidence 
submitted and to the private rights 
and interests involved.” 

The commisison took prepara- 
tory measures with regard to two 
other matters, The technical staff 
Was instructed to investigate the 
Nébd for ‘adme form of urban de- 
velopment between Fort Saskatclae- 
wan andthe Cify of Edmonton, and 
a comimittes was established to 
prepare for a convention of all 
municipalities within the district 
planning area.

Of all accommlishments of Federal legis- 
hation of recent years, the attempts to halt 
the rising cost of living and remove the 
spectre of tragic run-away inflation from 
the Canadian scene is one of the most im- 
portant. If restriction of Bank credits, ban- 
ming of retail price fixing and restrictions 
ox instalment buying result in bringing down 
thie cost of living, the Liberal administration 
will have won a resounding victory.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF AGRICULTURAL | 


SERVICE BOARD, M.D. MORINVILLE 


Following is the annual report of the Agricultural Ser- 
vice Board of the Municipal District of Morinville. Members 


of the board during 1951 were: 

Stanley M. Walker, Calahoo, 
chairman councillor; John Scha- 
fers, Morinville, councillor; Her- 
bert Mirus, Busby, R.R.1, farmer; 
Walter Van De Walle, Legal, 
farmer; J, M. Fontaine, Edmon- 
ton, district agriculturist; Harold 
R. Clark, Edmonton, R.R.4, field 
supervisor; J. O. Patry, Morin- 
ville, secretary. 

The personnel of the ASB, 
with the exception of Harold R. 
Clark, who has replaced Mr. 
Walter Ellett as of November 1, 
1951, after Mr. Ellett resigned 
due to an accident during the 
course of the year, remained the 
same as in the vear 1950. 

There were three regular meet- 
ine, of the Service Board during 
1961. 

The Municipality again had five 
Weed Inspectors during the year 
1951, these being employed for a 
period of approximately 2% 
months each. Due to the exces- 
sive moisture conditions in 1961 
there were many farniers who 
had, difficulty in’ spraying. their 
weeds and in some cases were 
‘unable to get in the fields due to 
Acreage Un- 
‘der “Notice to Prohibit Seeding” 
weré served on’ 86 farmers of the 
district; the total acreage under 
notice being 8481 acres as.com 
pared ‘to 2654-in the vear 1950, 
Consent to rescind “Notices”, be- 
ing releases on land that had been 
condenined previously were serv- 
ed on 47 farmers and there were 
1601 acres released. 

The Municipality has now be- 
come a Bovine Tuberculosis Free 
Area and the work of the Vets 
shouldybe completed early in 1952. 
The Service Bohrd, at their last 
meeting, dealt with the subject, of 
now completing petitions in order 
that-the District may also become 
a Pure Bred Sire Area.: There; is 
still required further petitions to 
have the necessary percentage of 
farmers as required, hy the De- 
partment. Calfhood Vaccination 
or Bane’s Disease was carried on 
in the year 1951 for farmers mak- 
" annication to have théel¥ 
calves vaccinated. There ‘were 
P75 calves vaccinated durine May 
and November, for vréventian of 
Bang’s “Disease © (Contageous 
Abortion) in 1951. Farmers are 
ndvised that en’ f vaccination for 
the »revention of Bang’s Disease 
is dene onlewvhen farmers make 
application. to the | Municipal 
Office, The Field Supervisor 
accompanies the Veterinary in 
the district emi-annually to vac 
tinate calves for Bang’s. The 
reason beine calves must be vac- 
cinated between the ages of three 
months and nine months. Notice 
pf the time of vaccination, to- 
gether with application form, is 
‘ vinted in the local Waper at) least 
three weeks before work begins 
rnd calls are made only on the 
farms that have complete appli- 
cation. 

Dorine the ongt vear. the Ser- 
vice Board have placed janother 
four farm¢ under control. After 
the same were under supervision 
for sometime, it was found neces- 
sory by the Roard to recommend 
to the Municinal Council that 
these lands be placed under the 
control of the Service Board, One 
quarter section was re'eased 
from” supervision by the Service 
Roard and there are 15, at the 
present, that are still under the 
supervision of the ASB which 
made satisfactory progress in 
moet eases during 1951, 

A Seed Drill Survey was con 
ducted throughout the Municipal- 
ity in the syringe of 1951, There 
were 99 samples taken from dif- 
ferent farms in the Municipality. 
All there samnles were analysed 
with the followine results: No, 1 
Seed=-23.3%; No. 2. Seed— 


22.2%; No. 3 Seed—13.1%; Re- 
jected—41.4%. Farmers are 
again requested to make use of 
the Morinvile Municinal Seed 
Cleaning Co.-op. Ltd. facilitfes 
and have their seed tested for 
germination in order to use better 
seed for better crops. The Seed 
Plant concluded a very successful 
season, the total handlings being 
in excess of 260,000 bushels. For- 
age crop seeds were _ slightly 
lower than the sales in 1950 when 
65,000 lbs. were handled hy the 
pant. 

A Gerber grass seeder was pur- 
chased in 1951 and approximately 
28 miles of roadway was seeded 
to grass during the summer. 
Plans were made to seed more 
roadsides in the fall but, due to 
adverse weather, this work was 
not done. It is the intention of 
the Service Board to follow up 
with this program in the spring 
of 1952. 

The Council have initiated a 
Coyote Control Program through 
the Department of Agriculture. 
The Council have appointed the 
ASB to provide instructions for 
the use of the “Coyote Getters” 
under the “Agricultural Pest 
Act.” A school was held during 
November and the instructions 
were given by a Department of 
Agriculture official: There Were 
two farmers who received the 
necessary equipment to set two 
coyote getter guns each and to 
date three coyotes have been 
killed. It is regrettable that so 
few farmers have taken advanfage 
of this opportunity. Guns and all 
equipment are free to the farmers 
nnd the instructions, for the use 
of the same, can be had from the 
Field Supervisor.
